If Venezuela's bloodless revolution had been engi- 
neered by Communists instead of by rightists, as appears 
to be the case, our government would be considerably 
agitated, and rightly. Even as it is, the coup in Caracas is 
not a matter for indifference. It seems, alas, that the 
United States government cannot be indifferent to any 
political changes in this troubled world. 


Once upon a time South American revolutions were 
something of a joke up here, but no more. The idea that 
they were in a class with comic operas has long since van- 
ished. Or at least it should have. Uprisings by the left or 
the right are of equal concern. A rightist revolution not 
only hurts the cause of free government in the western 
hemisphere. It also draws support to the extreme left. 


The Venezuelan government headed by the distin- 
guished novelist Romulo Gallegos was a sort of pilot plant 
of U. S. style democracy in South America. That govern- 
ment was also the outgrowth of revolution. But it prom- 
ised a free, liberal, representative administration. And 
apparently it delivered. 


Mr. Gallegos was the first non-military man ever to 
head Venezuela's government. He was the first man 
elected president by the free choice of the people. Yet he 
lasted less than a year. 


The military group that overthrew him claims to 
have acted to save "democratic principles." One of Presi- 
dent Gallegos' principal sins seems to have been that he 
did not choose a coalition cabinet. This would be like de- 
posing President Truman because he did not appoint any 
Republicans to his Cabinet. 


The military junta claims to have acted in the name 
of democracy—that much abused word. But it is interest- 
ing to note that immediately following the coup, the leader 
of the unsuccessful, rightist-inspired revolution of 1946 
returned to Venezuela from exile. 


The junta has promised democratic elections and a 
retirement of the military from government. But in the 
meantime it has suspended a number of civil rights hav- 
ing to do with "the inviolability of correspondence, of the 
home, of liberty of thought, of travel, of changing ad- 
dress, of leaving the country and returning to it, of pub- 
lic assembly and of individual security." 


All this is particularly regrettable since real popular 
government had finally seemed to have secured a foot 
hold in South America. Now Venezuela has been forced 
into a backward step. Unless her new rulers surprise 
everyone by living up to their promises, the hold of mili- 
tary dictatorship in South America will be stronger than 
ever. 


If the Gallegos administration had been allowed to 
stay in office, there is a good chance that it would have 
done something about the widespread and abject poverty 
which makes a feudal society and military rule so easy 
to maintain in the neighboring continent. But since it was 
not, we may only reflect again on how closely we are tied 
to South America in geography, history and economic in- 
terests, and how far we are removed in political tradition.

Before you deck out your home for 
Christmas, check your decoration 
plan to make sure they will be as 
safe as they are festive. 


Highly 
flammable 
Christmas 
greens and decorations introluce 
extra fire hazards into a home dur- 
ing the holidays. To minimize these 
hazards, engineers of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters have 
formulated a few simple precau- 
tionary rules for the decorators to 
follow: 


No. 1 warning is: Don't install 
your Christmas tree in front of the 
fireplace. A safe place for a tree, 
Engineers caution, .is a corner away 
from a fireplace and out of range of 
flying sparks. Another warning is 
not to use cotton or paper to decor- 
ate a tree. An equally decorative 
wrapping recommended for the base 
of a tree is,non-flammable alumi- 
num foil. 


Because cut trees dry out rapidly 
after they are set up in a heated 
room, you are advised to keep your 
tree outdoors until a few days before 
Christmas. Another suggestion from 
engineers is to use a live tree which 
is packed in dirt and which will 
stay fresh throughout the holidays. 
After decorations are taken down, 
a live tree can be planted outdoors. 


If you plan to hang wreaths in 
windows, eliminate any plans for 
using lighted candles nearby. If you 
wish, you can illuminate a wreath 
with an electric bulb but the bulb 
should be placed so that it is at 
least six inches from curtains of 
other inflammible materials.

Santa's visit, attach these to the 
top ledge of the mantel. This is to 
keep them out of the fire which 
should be protected with a metal 
screen. 


Before you string up Christmas 
lights, check all wiring for signs 
of fraying which will need to be re- 
paired. Don't try to plug four or

If 
needles become brown or staH to 
fall before the tree can be discarded, 
change the location of the lights. 
Pire engineers say lights should not 
be left burning for longer than a 
half hour at a time.

Speaker Describes 
Educational Work 
Of United Nations 


How the United Nations through 
a sub-organization 
is promoting 
friendshinp, education and cultural 
relations among the countries of the 
world was described by Miss Made- 
leine Casati, a native of France, in 
a talk to the Optimist club Wednes- 
day noon. 


Miss Casati is spending a year as 
instructor in the French department 
at Illinois College. She has worked 
with UNESCO, the abbreviated name 
for the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Council, and 
spoke from first-hand observance of 
its operations in Europe. 


The organization sponsored by the 
United Nations is largely a govern- 
ment-supported program at present, 
Miss Casati said. She expressed hope 
that as the program develops it will 
gain support of civic groups in all 
countries. 


The function of the organization 
Is largely to promote understanding 
of various peoples, stimulate educa- 
tion and cultural welfare. Miss 
Caaati said the organization encour- 
ages the exchange of teachers and 
students among the various coun- 
tries. She believes that world peace 
can best be brought about by an 
understanding of peoples and na 
tions. 


The speaker told of a conference 
of UNESCO last summer at Paris, 
where representatives of 47 countries 
assembled. Mo»t of the delegates 
were young people. The assembly 
sent the delegates home with new 
vision and new appreciation of peo- 
ples of other countries. Although 
English and French were the only 
two languages spoken at the confer- 
ence, there was a fine understanding 
Miss Casati was introduced by Dr, 
John Wright, program chairman.
